{aid Majefties Council for New: England, to Jobs Pierce and his Afiaciates, 
( whoſe Name we ohly made uſe of and whoſe. Aﬀſociates we were ) in the 
late happy and memorable Reign of our ſazd Soveraign Kord King Fames :
